The single cow will be bet- 
ter fi;d, and a more important fioiiit, 
ao far as butter-making is concerned, 
will bi; tli(< fact that, nearly all the but- 
ter will bo got from the cream, which 
is never the case when the milk and 
cream from a herd of cows are nii.ved 
before ehurning. Owing to difference 
in size of butter globules the milk from 
cows varies largely in the time required 
to bring the butter.

Where bedding is scarce dry nuick 
from the swamps may be used in stab- 
les. It is a better absorbant of liquid ma- 
nure than straw or leaves, and it is 
well, especially for horses, to have a 
layer of muck on the floor, to reinaiii 
days or weeks until saturated with ur- 
ine, and ]>ut the bedding proptjr over 
this for the horses to lie on. Thtj mi.\- 
ture muck with , ^be excrement is es- 
pecially Valuable for horse manure, 
which is liable to heat and burn if not 
tiiixeil with some material less liable to 
heat rapidly.

Ca8ting,asido tho grout national conaider- 
ations which duster thickly about tho 
clmn),'0 of terminus thero rotnains tho im- 
jiortiint fact that tho eHtablialiriioiit of tho 
r.iihviiy toriiiiniia at Coiil Ilai'bor riuidurs 
foasiblo and practiciiblo a railway furry to 
tlic Island and tlionco by rail coiniuuni- 
' ciitiuu fnmi Nanaiino to Victoria, thu 
national toruiinus of two transcontineii- 
tal railways — the Northern Paeifio and 
tho Canadian Pacific. Had the latter 
road roatod at Port iMoody a forry to tho 
Island wnidd Inivo been nioro than doubt- 
ful. With tho turniinua at Ooal Harbor a 
ferry is a certainty. Readers uru aware 
that an otfort has been made to force upon 
tho notice of tho govornmont squatter.^' 
claims to about a million dol- 
lars worth of English Bay lands. 
Thu governmont have already refused to 
reoo;^ni/.e those elaiuLs as [losseasing any 
of thu uleuient.s nf Ltenuniene.sa ; but 
they have expruasod tiieir willingnoas to 
grant a petition of right so that the 
claims may come before thu courts. It liaa 
never been the desire or intention of this 
{»ovurnnient to deprive any man — rich or 
poor — of hi.s It'iril remedy: but in reaiat- 
ing claims which there ia reaaon to be- 
lluve aru hu<jii.^ tlio governiiioiit have i)ro- 
tectud thu public inlereats from po.'-.Hible 
spoliation. If at :i future time, and in 
another arena, it can bo shown that the 
claims aro genuino, no power on earth 
can provoiit tho lands from being con 
); veyed to the "squatters." So far as thu 
house ia ciaieeruod it will ratify the ac- 
tion of thu government and leave thu 
squatters to their leua! remedy. That is 
the only possible aolutiiui. With thu 
passage of thu resolution thu country will 
tiike a fresh start, and thu inflow of cap- 
ital, thu prosecution of gigantic inqiroyi- 
inents, and t luT enhanced value of /<(;»/, 
w ill apeediiy compen.s;iie the country for 
tho apparent sacrifice which they are 
asked to make in parting with G,000 acres 
which, without the railway, would scarcely 
be worth the wild land tax. 



THE COLONIES IN AFRICA. 

Tho coininiinication of Lord Derby to 
Sir llerculud Robinson, governor of C;\\w 
Ciduny, in regard to the (iernian ae<|uisi 
tions in West Africa gives u full hislory of 
ihe correspondi^nce bet ween tho (iorman 
and ICngliah governmiMits in regard to thu 
inaltur. It seems that on thu first iiiti- 
niatiun of Germany's intention to acquire 
posession of the territory. Lord Derby 
communicated with the Oapu government 
on tho subject of a further extension of 
tho British doiifiiiions northward of tho 
Oraiigu rivur, but the authorities at the 
Cape took no iiuiuediate notice of it and 
tho delay gave (iorinany thu opportunity 
fur formally annexing Ihu coast. Lord 
Derby first communicated with tho Capo 
on February (ith, and again on May 7ih. 
It was not till tho l-'Dth erf May that the 
Cape govcriimeui returned the leisurely 
auHwer tliat they •.vouhl roconuiieiid the 
project to the provincial |jarliamont. On 
the Kith of July thu prcjvincial parliaiiiont 
decided on the annexation of the coast 
from Orany;© river to tho border of the 
Portuguese iio.s.sessions, but beforu the 
counuuiiicatinn announcing this intention 
liad reached the Coloninl ullice, a (ierman 
inau-ofwar had raised the tlag of the em- 
pire over tlu! torritiiry, ami there was 
nothing to be donu but for Kiiglarul to ac- 
cept the .situation. The wloile history of 
thu iiroci'edmgH .shows a suriu iaiiig lack nf 
activity on tho [lart of tlni coliuiial au- 
tlioritiea. .\s liarly as Kebruary, ISSIi, 
the (Jurinan minister inquired of tho 
foreign olHcu, as Lord berliy rulates in 
hia dispatch, «hetlur ISritish protection 
could bo e.xlended to a factory to be es- 
tablished by a lireinen unucliaiit north of 
tho Orange riveu-, intimating that if this 
cinilil not he d.uu! (iermany would do hor 
best to extend to it the same meiisuru of 
protection which she gave to hur snbjucta 
111 other remotu places. While this gnvu 
England thu refu.sal of the territory it 
aueiuod jclearly to intimate that if she did 
not accept thu responsibility the alterna- 
tivo would be for (luriiiany to take tho 
country under her protection. The 
dilatory course i)UrauBd by Lord Derby 
and the (Jape f{overmnent seumud t(j in 
dicate either that they did not recognize 
the possibility of Germany onturing into 
conipotition with England as a colonizing 
power in Africa, or ulsu that it was .con- 
trary to thu policy (<f thu prusuiit English 
govuriiiiient, as it had beuii witli their 
pruducussors, tn e.xtoiid the borders of the 
British dominions in iSouth Africa. If 
the first is tho true solution we may con- 
sider that England was out-wittud by 
(Iermany; if the second, then tho sooiiur 
England makes ui) hi;r mind just how 
much turritory she wants thu butter, for 
Ciermany has entered tho lists against 
her. 

FUTURE POPULATION OF TUB 
STATES. 

AccnrdiuLT to the statisticians the popu- 
lation of the United .States hvo years 
Jieuco, in 1890, will be (i l, 000,000. Whuii 
wo stop to inquire of what these millions 
will be composed, some figures in regard 
to the white and black population bring 
to light an interesting calculation. Ue- 
tween the years 1800 and 1880 tho Uuitod 
States received frimi abroad .0,11-1,078, 
and thu excess of births ovur deaths in this 
population was Sil l ,7(ji!, making an actual 
increase of ouiigi-.Uion during twenty 
years of 0,001), Til. Deducting thks from 
the whole white population it is found 
that the increase by birth was 1,017,01)2, 
a little less than 2 per cent, aiiiiiially. 
Thu black population in IHliOwas -li tll,- 
8;J0, and in 1880 it had increaaud by 2,- 
138,8G3. Tho black populatimi receives 
no roinforconioiits by iiinnigration so that 
these figures iimat indicate tlie increase 
resulting from tho excess of births ovur 
deaths. This is shown to be 18 per cunt, 
during the twenty years, or about 2.', per 
cent, a year. The iiicreasu of thu ulack 
population exceeds tiiat of the white, 
therefore, by about ono-lialf perjjcont. an- 
nualy, and this in turn will make a vast 
diiferonco in tho relative numbers of tho 
two races^

The 
British troops sot to fulling trees and <dear- 
ing away grass in front of thi! ei)luinn. .Vii~-|^ Whauk and 
abattia was funued around tlie h.'iggage 
and a stone brentswork with a frontage of 
laO yards vrna erected as an additional jirc- 
tection. In thu afteruuou thu enemy's 
camp was sighted fonr miles from Zareoba, 
ft comprised aamerons Icvts aud appeared 
to be fairly well fortified. Moniiwhile two 
groups of rebels were watching na from 
high hills on tho left front. At six in the 
tiveiiing the oneiny fired a few stray sh'.its 
and the liritish replied witli several shells. 
The enemy cenlinueil Ih ing throughout Fri- 
day night ennaing only one alight cii anally 
Saturday forenoon the enemy commenced 
advancing in two divisions in echelon, 
oach numbering some 5,000 men, beating 
drums and waving flags. Many of them 
wore armetl with rifles. The enemy oc- 
casionally halted, aa if trying to discover 
tho Britiah formation. JMuaiiwhile tlie 
British wore steadily prcpiiring for the 
reception of the robola, 'I'hey formed a 
square. A largo body of tho rebels ap- 
peared and f uriously charged upon the 
front of the British square. Tho British 
replied with a deadly lire, which the 
rebels were unable to withstand, and then 
turiiad and attacked tho left rear of the 
square. The heavy troops, borne down 
by tho onslaught, broke tho formation for 
a few tnoinents, btit quickly rallied, and a 
hand-to-hand fight ensued. Tho robels 
poiietrntod the rankd, but wore subjected 
to a heavy flank firo and finally driven 
back. Gen. Stewart had a narrow escape, 
his horse being killed under him. It is 
■reported tho rebels are in force at Metem- 
neh. Our artillery being ph'icod in tho 
center, wo advanced to meet tho over- 
whelming fiiroo of tho enemy, who occu- 
pied favorable ground, showing great 
knowledge of the art of war.

'Somo- 
tliiiig's tlio mutter,' thought T. 1 
got up, and leaned over the sounder 
and listened. 1 could just catch tho 
faintest click, as if a cliihl might havo 
boon playing with a key .somewhere. 
While I listened, 1 began to eomprohond 
the nature of tho message that was be- 
ing sunt. 1 could not catch all the let- 
ters, but 1 got enough after listening to 
it a dozen times, to make out this much: 
'Ogaklla, Ogaialla. Help, hulj).' It 
finahcd upon me all at once. Tho over- 
land train was being robbed, or had 
been robbed. I grabbed tho key, and 
let everybody have it from Oheyenno to 
Omaha. Tliero wa.s some lively tele- 
graphing there for a time. Thoy sent en- 
gines out from two or three points, and 
got to Ugalalla in time to scare 
the robbers oiT. You Mie 1 was 
a good deal further oil than a 
dozen other ojjcralor.s, but some- 
how 1 was the iirst one that caught 
on.
